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THE  11th  REPORT  OF  THE  MADGC  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL 


OWING  to  the  alterations,  and  re-building  of  the  Madoc  Hospital, 
a  smaller  number  of  cases  were  treated  during  the  past  year. 

The  Hospital  was  moved  to  Morfa  Lodge  on  March  the  8th,  1929  ; 
a  temporary  Theatre  was  fitted  up,  and  1 1  operations  were  performed  ; 
but  all  Medical  Practitioners  were  notified  of  the  move  to  temporary 
quarters  and  the  want  of  facilities  to  deal  with  various  cases. 

No  midwifery  cases  were  undertaken. 

The  Hospital  was  moved  back  from  Morfa  Lodge  to  the  new 
premises  on  November  the  12th,  and  the  Building  was  formally  opened 
on  December  the  4th,  by  J.  E.  Greaves,  Esq.,  H.M.  Lieutenant  for 
Caernarvonshire .

BUILDING  COMMITTEE’S  REPORT. 

IN  consequence  of  the  need  of  further  and  more  modern  accommodation 
and  facilities  and  the  demands  likely  to  arise  through  the  increased  number 
of  artizan  subscribers  the  Committee  was  compelled  to  seek  ways  and  means 
of  enlarging  and  modernizing  the  Hospital  Premises. 

The  site  for  a  new  Hospital  was  offered  by  the  late  Dr.  Richard  Griffith 
and  although  he  died  before  conveying  the  land  to  the  Hospital  Trustees  his 
widow  very  generously  carried  out  his  wish  and  completed  the  conveyance 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Trustees  (owing  to  the  cost)  were  unabl 
to  start  the  erection  of  a  new  building  on  such  site. 

This  land  is  situate  on  that  picturesque  headland  known  as  Cae’r  Ogo 
overlooking  the  Traeth  Mawr  Estuary  and  the  Trustees  would  doubtless  be 
prepared  to  sell  as  a  building  site  and  the  land  should  realize  a  good  price  as  it 
has  a  road  leading  to  it  with  water  and  electric  power  running  near. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  R.  M.  Greaves  our  President,  as  a 
member  of  the  Building  Committee,  as  owing  to  her  practical  experience  of 
Hospital  work  and  equipment  it  has  been  possible  to  effect  many  economies, 
and  in  the  main  the  present  design  and  lay-out  of  the  premises  is  her  work. 
In  this  she  was  helped  substantially  by  Mr.  Clough  Williams  Ellis,  M.C.,  J.P., 
who  made  valuable  suggestions  as  to  the  possibilities  of  the  old  building  and 
the  present  site. 

The  two  houses  formerly  known  as  Ceylon  Villas  although  adapted  to  the 
best  possible  extent  and  used  as  a  Hospital  since  the  opening  in  1919  were 
obviously  not  suited  for  the  work  of  a  Modern  Cottage  Hospital.  The  Com¬ 
mittee,  therefore,  called  in  an  Architect  to  advise  them,  namely  Mr.  R.  D. 
Jones,  A.R.I.B.A.,  A.M.T.P.I.,  of  Portmadoc  and  Pwllheli,  to  prepare  plans 
which  were  approved  in  due  course,  and  tenders  were  invited  and  that  of 
Messrs.  Jones  and  Evans,  Builders,  Pwllheli,  of  ^5,307  was  accepted  on  the 
21st  January  1929,  the  contract  being  signed  on  the  14th  February  1929, 
completion  to  be  made  by  31st  August  1929.  The  premises  were  vacated  on 
the  8th  March  1929, temporary  accommodation  being  found  through  the  biid- 
ness  of  Major  and  Mrs.  Breese,  at  Morfa  Lodge,  where  we  lived  rentfree  until 
November  12th,  1929,  and  but  for  this  extremely  valuable  assistance  the 
Committee  would  have  had  to  suspend  operations  and  the  district  be  Hos¬ 
pital-less  for  the  8  months  the  alterations  to  the  Garth  premises  were  afoot, 
and  the  Committee  desire  this  record  to  be  made  of  Major  and  Mrs.  Breese’s 
generosity. 
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The  outward  appearance  of  the  property  has  been  but  little  changed,  the 
inside,  however,  has  been  entirely  renovated  and  the  general  arrangements 
of  the  modernized  premises  are  as  follows  : — ■ 

Ground  Floor. — The  Emergency  Ward  and  Administrative  Offices, 
Matron’s  and  Staffs  Rooms,  Kitchen,  Laundry,  lifts  &c. 

First  Floor . . . — Male  and  Female  General  Wards,  Isolation  Ward,  two 
Private  Wards,  Bath,  Sinkrooms,  &c,  Operating  Theatre,  Sterilizing  Room,  &c 

Second  Floor. — Two  Maternity  Wards,  Matron’s  and  Staffs  Quarters, 
Baths  and  Sinkrooms. 

The  whole  building  is  electrically  lit  and  wired  for  electric  heating  and 
has  also  a  Wireless  Installation  (the  latter  procured  through  the  efforts  of 
Messrs.  Emrys  Jones  and  Watkin  Jones  of  the  Midland  Bank  Ltd).  The 
sanitation  has  had  especial  care  and  the  Hot  Water  system  works  admirably, 
a  full  and  efficient  Water  supply  being  maintained  by  the  provision  of  extra 
tanks  both  inside  and  out  of  the  building. 

The  supervision  of  the  removal  and  refitting  of  the  Hospital  furniture 
and  decorations  was  carried  out  by  the  ladies  of  the  House  Committee — who 
after  all  are  the  people  who  carry  on  the  good  work  of  the  Hospital  so  un¬ 
ostentatiously  year  in  vear  out. 

It  is  a  pleasant  duty  to  have  to  report  that  all  the  work  done  by  Messrs. 
Jones  and  Evans,  the  Contractors,  has  been  satisfactory,  the  firm  being 
courteous  and  obliging  in  their  conduct  of  the  contract. 

The  Architect  has  been  highlv  complimented  by  all  the  Surgeons,  Medical 
Practitioners  and  others  who  have  examined  his  work  of  adaptation  of  the  old 
premises  amongst  the  last  to  speak  eulogistically  of  his  work  being  Sir  H. 
Carey  Evans,  Baronet,  who  has  a  wo:  Id  wide  knowledge  of  Hospitals  and  the 
Committee  feel  that  the  district  has  now  a  Hospital  of  which  it  may  be  proud. 

The  renovated  premises  and  extensions  were  formally  opened  by  J.  E. 
Greaves,  Esq.,  H.M.  Lieutenant  for  Caernarvonshire,  on  the  4th  December 
1929,  a  full  report  of  such  opening  may  be  found  in  both  the  Cambrian  News 
and  North  Wales  Chronicle  of  December  7th,  1929. 

Further,  the  work  was  completed  below  the  contract  figure,  this  in  itself 
is  an  achievement, and  through  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  President  especially, 
the  Committee  have  secured  sufficient  funds  to  supplement  the  legacy  left 
by  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Jones,  Ironmonger,  and  donations  by  other  well 
wishers  to  pay  all  the  expenses  of  the  work. 

A  Tablet  commemorating  Mr.  Thomas  Jones’  munificence  will,  in  due 
course,  be  erected  in  the  Hospital  Entrance  Hall  along  with  others  to  other 
benefactors. 

To  the  generous  and  large  hearted  public  of  the  district  and  especially 
to  all  the  working  men  and  women  who  by  their  weekly  subscriptions  contri¬ 
bute  so  substantially  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital,  I  would 
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•extend  a  warm  invitation  to  view  the  new  premises  so  that  they  may  satisfy 
themselves  that  the  Committee  have  carried  out  their  stewardship  faithfully 
and  well  and  that  they  have  provided  a  worthy  Memorial  to  those  men  and 
women  from  this  district  who  made  a  supreme  sacrifice  in  the  Great  War 
1914  to  1918. 

With  the  writing  of  this  report  my  work  as  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Building 
Committee  comes  to  an  end,  and  I  beg  to  be  allowed  to  offer  my  sincere 
thanks  to  the  President,  Trustees,  Chairman,  and  all  members  of  that  Com¬ 
mittee  as  well  as  to  the  Architect  and  Contractors  for  their  patience  and  the 
many  kindnesses  shown  me  during  the  months  of  our  united  effort.
